RIOTING IN GLASGOW. 


A SERIOUS riot occurred late last Monday night in 
an emigrants’ home at Maxwelltown-place, Glasgow, 
amongst the Irish labourers brought over from 
Belfast to take the place of the dock labourers on 
strike. The police interfered, and the Irishmen to 
the number of 209 attacked the officers, who defended 
themselves with their batons. They were a mere 
handful, compared with the Irishmen, and the scene 
for half an hour was of the wildest description. 

On Tuesday fifty-two of the Irish labourers were 
convicted of rioting and sentenced to thirty dars’ 
imprisonment, without the option of a fine; while 
five others were remanded for forty-eight hours, the 
charge against them being that they had assaulted 
the police.

Baldwin 
would, indeed, have assuredly drawn one hund- 
red thousand people within the Palace Grounds 
on the occasion of his benefit had the railway 
service from the City and King's - cross to 
Muswell-hill been only adequate. As it was, 
the pressure of the fifty or sixty thousand actually 
present on the balloon enclosure caused the 
palings to yield, and accelerated Baldwin’s ascent 
by some minutes. As Mr. Yates says in his 
‘*Moi-Méme”’ article, not a particle of fear for 
Baldwin is entertained, the intrepid aeronaut 
appears to be so completely the master of the 
situation. Springing lightly and unconcernedly 
into the loop of rope hanging from his balloon, 
and holding in one hand the strings of his loose 
sail - like looking parachute tucked into the 
cordage above, Baldwin seemed quite at home. It 
happened that the escape of gas from the 
balloon made it impossible for him to ascend 
more than 6000 feet, although he had intended 
to reach a height of two miles; but his safe 
descent by his novel parachute from an altitude 
of over a mile evidently greatly interested the 
multitude, who gave him a great cheer when he 
reappeared in company with Mr, Farini and Mr. 
Hayward on the stage of the Alexandra Palace, 
and smilingly explained that he had dropped on 
to a tree in Highgate Woods, and had left his 
parachute in the branches. Remarkably cool and 
self-possessed—closely resembling in this respect 
Captain Paul Boyton, who paddled himself across 
the English Channel in Merriman’s indiarubber 
suit—Professor Baldwin on Monday made a 
similarly safe ascent and descent at Manchester; 
and he promised, furthermore, on Thursday to 
ascend to a height of 3000 ft. on the occasion of 
Pain’s benefit at the Alexandra Palace. Mean- 
time, the unexampled popularity of Baldwin has 
induced the direction of the Irish Exhibition to 
engage the daring Leona Dare to ascend in a 
balloon, hanging on to a trapeze by her teeth 
(but, at the same time, being attached securely 
by a cord to the bar).

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THE PARNELL COMMISSION.

opening A.1. The representatives of the press (rightly recog-

Against Mr. Graham’s view the President set 
the words of the Act appointing the Commission 
to inquire into “charges and allegations made 
against certain members of Parliament and others 
in the action of ‘O’Donnel v. Walter and 
another.’’’ Jn the result, the Court, having 
already given Sir ©. Russell and his clients 
power to inspect and obtain photographs of 
the letters read by the Attorney-General 
in the recent trial, declining to confine this 
right to the alleged ‘‘forged letters,” now 
directed all documents in the possession of both 
sides to be disclosed by affidavit, but authorised 
the Times to so frame their affidavit as not to 
disclose the nature of any letters as to which 
privilege might be claimed until the Commis- 
sioners had decided whether privilege should be 
allowed. The decision upon this and other de- 
tails in question will be given by Sir James 
Hannen himself in Chambers before the Com- 
mission commences iis inquiry. 

Further, the Times were required to furnish a 
statement of the persons charged, and the nature 
of the charges and allegations made against them ; 
but this was significantly coupled with a declar- 
ation by the President that, even if both parties 
had abstained from appearing, the Commissioners 
would have been bound to enter into the inquiry 
and to follow it out to its end, and that the 
abandonment by the parties of any case would 
not prevent the Commissioners from going fully 
into it if they thought they had any clue. 

The ex-parte applications of Mr. Graham were 
granted; but Sir Charles Russell’s application 
for a Commission to America to examine Mr.

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THE WHITECHAPEL MURDERS. 


Epwarp M‘Kenna, who was taken to Com- 
mercial-street Police-Station on Friday se’nnight, 
and there detained, was confronted last Saturday 
by several witnesses, who failed to recognise 
him, and he was in consequence liberated. It 
was ascertained that he had slept at a common 
lodging-hotise in Brick-lane on the night of the 
murder of Annie Chapman in Hanbury-street. 
* * + 


Charles Ludwig, forty, a decently-attired 
German, who professed not to understand 
English, and giving an address at 1, Minories, 
was charged on Tuesday, at the Thames Police- 
Court, with being drunk and threatening to stab 
Alexander Finlay, of 51, Leman-street, White- 
chapel. ‘The prosecutor said that very early that 
morning he was standing at a coffee-stall in the 
Whitechapel-road, when Ludwig came up in a 
drunken condition. In consequence, the person 
in charge of the stall refused to serve him. 
Ludwig seemed much annoyed, and said to 
witness, ‘‘ What are you looking at?” He then 
pulled out a long-bladed knife, and tried to stab 
witness with it. Ludwig followed him round the 
stall, and made several attempts to stab him, 
until witness'threatened to knock a dish on his 
head. A constable came up, and he was then 
given into custody. 

Constable 221 H said when he was called to 
take the prisoner into custody, he found him in 
a very excited condition. Witness and Constable 
Johnson had previously received information that 
Ludwig was wanted on the City ground for 
attempting to cut a woman’s throat with a razor. 
On the way to the station the prisoner dropped 
a long-bladed knife, which was open, and when 
he was searched a razor and a long-bladed pair 
of scissors were found on him. Mr. Saunders 
said it was clear the prisoner was a dangerous 
man, and ordered him to be remanded for a 
week. Considerable excitement prevailed in the 
neighbourhood, owing to areportthat the prisoner, 
a German barber, was connected with the recent 
murders in Whitechapel, and that some im- 
portant discoveries would result from his capture. 
Detective-Inspector Helson, J Division, after the 
prisoner was remanded, had an interview with 
him in his cell; but, owing to the prisoner pro- 
fessing not to understand the English language, 
no information could be got out of him. 


* * * * 

It is stated that on the day of the murder of 
Annie Chapman (the 8th inst.) a man was seen in 
the lavatory of the City News-Rooms, Ludgate- 
circus-buildings, changing his clothes. He de- 
parted hurriedly, leaving behind him a pair of 
trousers, a shirt and a pair of socks. Mr. Walker, 
proprietor of the News-rooms, did not hear of 
the occurrence until late in the afternoon, when 
his attention was called to the clothes in the lava- 
tory. Hedidnot at the time attach any importance 
to the fact, and the clothes were thrown into the 
dust-box and placed outside, being carted away 
in the City Sewers’ cart on the Monday. On the 
following Tuesday, however, he received a visit 
from a man who represented himself to be a 
police-officer, and who asked for the clothes 
which had been left there on the Saturday. Mr. 
Walker replied that if he wanted them he would 
have to go to the Commissioners of the City 
Sewers, telling him at the same time what he had 
done with them. Two detectives called on 
Thursday week, and had an interview with Mr. 
Walker, and they succeeded in finding a man 
who saw the party changing his clothes in the 
lavatory, and he has given the police a description 
of him. He is described as a mamof respectable 
appearance, about thirty years of age, and wear- 
ing a dark moustache.

THE PERIL IN EAST LONDON, 


to which we called serious public attention in 
last week’s Penny Illustrated Paper, has led the 
Times to publish a seasonable leading article on 
the true moral of the terrible murders in White- 
chapel. The Times was evidently inspired to take. 
this humane course by the powerful appeals 
made in its columns by that powerful and 
eloquent correspondent “S. G. 0.,” and by 
that indefatigable Christian worker for the 
regeneration of Whitechapel, the REV. S. A. 
BARNETT, Vicar of St. Jude’s. Trenchantly 
summing up the arguments of these hearty 
social reformers, the Zimes roundly declared— 

“London at large is responsible for Whitechapel 
and its dens of crime. If the luxury and wealth of 
the West cannot find some means of mitigating the 
squalor and crime of the East, we shall have to abate 
our faith in the resources of civilisation.” 

When a thoroughly reorganised Police Force 
has succeeded in curbing criminals, much will 
remain to be done, not only in Whitechapel, but 
also in every squalid and wretched London 
quarter where Vice is bred and the poor die of 
starvation. We have already mentioned in 
The Penny Illustrated Paper what we consider to 
be the best remedy. We repeat that were all 
religious bodies to combine to do their obvious 
Christian duty in this big city—were Archbishop 
Benson and Archbishop Manning, the Bishop of 
London and the Wesleyan President, the Rev. 
C. H. Spurgeon and ‘‘ General’’ Booth to co- 
operate in the practical work of solacing the 
miserable, relieving the starving, and reclaiming 
the outcast, Society would be undeserving of the 
stigma at present justly cast upon it. In much 
the same sense as the ‘timely letter of the 
Rev. S. A. Barnett, the Rev. W. Evans Hurndall, 
ot Harley-street Chapel, Bow, has written to the 
Press. “When our luxurious Prelates return 
from their haunts of pleasure, and the rich of 
London have sated themselves with callous 
enjoyment and epicurean delights, perhaps 
they will take heed unto, the warnings of 
“S. G. 0.” and the Press. On this pressing 
matter, the Rev. W. Evans Hurndall writes from 
the East-End :— 

‘ Tt needs but for suitable leaders to be forth- 
coming, and the impoverished multitudes of 
London will rise as one man. Ten thousand 
may be driven out of this square or that, but 
when half a million people spring to their feet, 
there will be another kind of reckoning. Why 
not deal with the matter while there is time? 
Those of us who are doing our best in East 
London will most gladly give up our posts to 
any who can do the very trying work better; 
but whilst we stand in the breach let us not be 
forsaken.”

OUR RIVER GUARDIANS. 

THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE MARINE POLICE, 
as the Thames Police was at first called, dates 
from 1797. In the old days of sailing-vessels, 
when a far greater proportionate amount of 
labour was employed, relatively to the amount 
of traffic, in loading and discharging their 
cargoes, there were greater opportunities of 
pillage. The river was infested with pirates and 
thieves of various classes, and of the worst 
character ; property to the value of nearly 

HALF A MILLION STERLING WAS STOLEN 

in every year; and the Customs revenue of King 
George III. was annually defrauded to the ex- 
tent of £50,000. ‘The Marine Police was stationed 
at 259, Wapping New Stairs, then the most 
central part of the Port of London; it gradually 
checked, and now the Thames Police has almost 
entirely suppressed, crime on the river. 


THE FORCE AT PRESENT NUMBERS 200 MEN— 


a Chief Inspector, seven other inspectors, forty 
sub-inspectors, and 147 constables, besides five 
detectives. In its ordinary routine of daily 
service, the twenty-four hours are divided into 
four watches, each of six hours, and its boats 
come in and go out every two hours, being six 
hours on and twelve hours off duty, so that the 
river is thoroughly well watched. To do this, 
there are about twenty boats bay Sey bp and two 
steam-launches. A steam-launch is employed 
constantly inspecting and guarding the bridges ; 
and the other is used by the superintendent for 
visiting the stations at intervals, and generally 
looking after the service. There are duty-boats, 
pulling two oars, and supervision-boats, pulling 
two oars and a pair of sculls. Im these the 
inspectors go out and see that the duty-boats are 
doing their work. The kind of duties may almost 
be classified at the different stations. 
THE WATERLOO BRIDGE STATION 
gets the greatest amount of suicides, for the 
rescue of whom a dinghy is kept always ready. 
The only peculiarity about this boat is that it is 
fitted with a roller on the stern, to enable the 
would-be suicides to be pulled into the boat 
more easily than over the side. We are informed 
that last year the Thames Police reported 
twenty-five actual suicides, and fifteen more 
Were prevented by the police. If it be asked, 
What is done to the latter? the reply is, “ We 
generally charge them, and they get remanded 
tor the chaplain of the jail to talk to them. If 
Once they are rescued, they seldom try the river 
again.” The Thames Police-station at Waterloo 
Bridge is somewhat similar to the landing-stages, 
and has a very cosy set of rooms—the private 
rooms, occupied by an inspector and his wife; a 
charge-room and office, furnished with the usual 
desks and telegraph; the reserve-room, where 
the constables also keep their oil-skins; and 
some other rooms—one for the recovery of 
persons apparently drowned, fitted with a bed 
and a bath with hot and cold water ; this is called 
the receiving-room. ‘There are boats lying at the 
station, and the steam-launch Alert is moored 
off the lower end. . 
WAPPING STATION, 

the head-quarters, is a substantial brick building, 
built in 1869. It contains the cells, the charge- 
room, and the office, which looks out on the river.

The 
foreground is an old hulk, once a “ billy-boy”’ 
hailing from Goole, now a coal-hulk for the 
steam-launches. The most important duties at 
this station are the protection of the barges and 
vessels moored in the stream, and also receiving 
the bodies of persons found drowned. Thereisa 
collection of photographs of these unfortunate 
persons, who are in many cases unknown. At this 
station barges are rummaged, and small boats 
moving about in a suspicious manner. The chief 
offenders here are dredgers, « class of men whose 
personal appearance and manners, and the dirty, 
rotten boats they possess, evidently ge aa 
them from the watermen and pilots. hey 
ostensibly dredge for coal, pieces of rope, and 
other loose articles; but they are often to be 
seen with their craft loaded to the gunwales with 
the best coal. However, there is always plenty 
of mu dy water at hand,-and the coal always has 
the uppearance of having been at the bottom of 
the river; so that nothing can be done unless 
they are caught on board the coal-barges, through 
the vigilance of our stout river guardians. Still, 
the game is considered rather risky. 

Our correspondent was, by the kindness of Sir 
Charles Warren, Chief Commissioner of Metro- 
politan Police, placed 
UNDER THE GUIDANCE OF SUPERINTENDENT SKEATS, 
and a galley was put at his disposal to visit the 
several stations on the river. He was towed down 
to Erith, the last station, while Inspecter Moore 
showed him the points of interest. ‘They passed 
several duty-boats, which acknowledged the 
inspector’s presence by saluting.

When 
this practice became too bad, a boat was sent 
down from the Thames Police- stations, with 
instructions to cruise about there for a week, 
and this partially checked it; but since the 
Spray, a small cutter of about ten tons, has been 
stationed there, sheep-stealing has been almost 
entirely stopped. ‘The amount of property 
actually lost through thieves last year was very 
small, compared with former years, fully provin 
the great service rendered by our Thames Police.

A SWIM THROUGH NIAGARA 
RAPIDS. 


Tur New York correspondent of the 
Sportsman sends the following par- 
ticulars of the swimming of the 
Niagara Rapids by Charles Percy. 
The last, and, as it proved, successful, 
effort to make the passage of the 
Niagara Rapids was made on Sunday 
by a young man named Charles Percy, 
who was under contract to exhibit 
himself in Toronto if he performed 
the feat. The daring adventurer is 
well known in the neighbourhood of 
the falls, his residence being at the 
Suspension Bridge. Percy started out 
to shoot the rapids in a small boat, and 
after many hairbreadth escapes, man- 
aged to pass the first rapids and whirl- 
pool, and was seen safely making 
headway down the stream below. Half 
a mile further on, however, a wave 
capsized his craft, and Percy was 
thrown into the rushing water. Being 
an expert swimmer, he struck out, and, 
although terribly dashed about, man- 
aged to keep himself afloat through 
three miles of dangerous rapids. Almost 
dead, he was at length rescued bya 
Lewiston fisherman, and brought 
ashore, where he was at once medically 
attended to, and it is thought will 
recover. ‘The hero of this exploit is 
twenty-seven years of age. The boat 
was smashed to pieces among the rocks.
